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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Robert Brown on December 15, 2006. Please refer to form PTO-413B, Examiner-Initiated 
Interview Summary, mailed herewith, for a detailed explanation of the below amendments. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

• Claims 1-20 are canceled 

• In claim 21, on line 12, "shaped in the form of has been replaced with -including- 

• In claim 21, on line 13, -and a cylindrical valve body defining an inner circumferential 
surface,- has been inserted after "the valve actuator" 

• In claim 21, on line 14, "cylindrical" has been replaced with -inner circumferential— 

• In claim 21, on lines 16-18, "a valve actuator having an upper concave surface 
complementary to and at times in slidable contact with an outer surface of said spherical 
member," has been deleted 

• In claim 2 1 , on line 22, "end of the" has been deleted 

• In claim 21, on line 24, "obtain" has been replaced with -maintain- 

• In claim 23, on line 2, "Claim 201" has been replaced with -Claim 21- 
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2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: 

• Figures 7 and 8 must include reference number "68", which designates the inner 
circumferential surface of the valve body as disclosed on page 1 1 of the specification. 
Please refer to the enclosed marked-up page 3 of 3, which indicates in red ink where 
reference number "68" should be located in Figures 7 and 8 of Applicant's Replacement 
Sheet. 

In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon 
drawing changes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 21-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, alone 
or in combination, did not show or teach a showerhead including a regulator valve disposed 
within a lower portion of the bore, wherein the regulator valve includes a ball for slidable contact 
with the valve actuator and a cylindrical valve body defining an inner circumferential surface, 
and guide rails disposed about and spaced from the inner circumferential surface of the regulator 
valve, together with the other recited elements set forth in claim 21. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
